‘Itis highly gratifying to 
christian feelings, to witness the change 
that is made in the appearance, of these 
boys in a few days. We give them a plain 
cloth of a yard and a half or two yards in 
length, according to their size, to cover 
them. We give them plain food as much 
as they need. This change in their cir- 
cumstances not only surprisingly akers the 
appearance of the boys, but aiso increagé? 
the vigor of their minds and their bodies. 

It has always been principally to the 
poor that the gospel is preached. So it is 
among this people. It is from this clasae 
that we must look for boys to be support 
ed and educated in our families. The rich” 
are usually unwilling to give us their sons ; 
and even if they were willing, we should 
uot think it expedient to. take them, for 
they commonly give us much trouble by 
their complaints about their food and cloth- 
ing. We greatly prefer poor boys on this 
account, and even orpbang, when we can 
obtain them. Many, who are brought here, 
are destitute of one or both their parents, 
and on this account, as also on accouat of 
their poverty, are objects of charity. Much

For, considering their supersti- 
tions and strong prejudices against Christi- 
anity, they would net, in common cases, 
part with their children, unless compelled 
to do it by their necessities. 

23. Christian David came out te Batti- 
cotta to spend the day with us, and preach 
to the people. In the morning I collected 
the boys from my four schools in Batticotta, 
Two of these have been but recently 
opened, and contain but few boys. There 
were present, however, from these four 
schools, 120 boys. Other peapic assem- 
bled which niade the number 200. Our 
large room was weil filled. The Chan- 
gane school was not called here, as we had 
made an appointment to go to that place, 
and preach in the school house. After 
service was ended at Batticotta, we ag- 
cordingly went thither, and held public 
worship. The school at C. consists of 77 
boys, of whom 60 were present. In all we 
‘had 115 hearers. The people had cover- 
ed the floor of the school house with mats, 
and placed chairs for us to sit in, covered 
with white cloth. We then visited a fami- 
ly of Roman Catholics in the neighborhood, 
and partook of some refreshment in the na- 
tive style, and returned home well pleased 
with our excurtion. 

A daughter of Christian David, who is 
about 15 years of age, is living with us for 
the purpose of making further progress in 
English studies. She is a very amiable 
young woman. 

Oct. 3. Have commenced a new plan 
with my school masters, which is to assem- 
ble them ail on Saturday afternoon, to 
hear-a report cf the state of their schools, 
and'te communicate to them_religious in- 
struction. They have before been accus- 
tomed to come on Sabbath evening. But 
as some of them live at a considerable dis- 
tance, this is eften found inconvenient: It 
is very important, that those who are em- 
ployed to teach others, should themselyes 
be instructed.

He is almostal- 
ways present at our morning worship in 
Tamul, and has not been absent from meet- 
ing on the Sabbath for a long time, and al- 
ways gives good attention. Yet when ¢on- 
versed with on the-subject of religion, he 
shows_a very strong attachment to bis own 
superstitions; though he will admit that 
much which we tell him of the Christian 
réligion is good, and true. For some days 
past he has permitted his son to stay here 
through the night, and sleep with my boys. 
The lad usually goes also to the cook house 
with the others, when they take their 
meals ; though he does not eat with them. 
."Fo-day the man told Mrs. Meigs, that we 
had succeeded in getting more than four 
boys, and asked her if she did not want bis 
son? She told him no; for she expected 
we should be able shortly to take as many 
poor boys, as we had money to support. 
He then told her, that she. might, have his 
son, ifshe wanted him,—that he mi 
here and sleep with the other beys, and 
learn such things as we wished hip to learn; 
only, as he lived so near us, it was better 
forthe boy to take his meals at home. 1 
should not be surprised, if in a few days he 
should propose to have his son eat with the 
other boys. 

To-day a man called on us, who has 
three boys supported here. 1 proposed to 
make an agreement with him, for them to 
live permanently with me. He replied, 
“* Not on this day, for it is my birth day, 
and therefore a very unlucky day for me.” 
Well, you will call to-morrow then. “ No, 
that is also a bad day. Mt sah do on these 
days willnot prosper. The day before my 
birth day, on that day, and the day after, | 
must not do any business, if 1 wish to be 
prospered hereafter in life. They are all 
bad days.”

Warren, American Missionary in the 
island of Ceylon. 


Epwarnp Warrex was the fourth god 


youngest con. of Mr. Thaddeus Warren, and 
was born of pious parents, Aug. 4, 1786, at 
MariLorough, Middlesex county, Mass. 
where he spent the early part of his life. 
When he was fifteen years old, he came to 
this town, with the iatention of learning a 
mechanical employment of an elder broth- 
er, but his health failing, he altered his 
purpose, and turned his attention to study. 
He returned to his native town early in 
1803, and commenced, in the grammar 
school, his classical studies preparatory for 
college, which he finished at Leicester 
Academy the next year, and joined the 


of his disease now wore a more decided, 
aepect ; and on the day after his arrival at 
feaee Town, his case was submitted to a 
council of three physicians, who consider- 
ed his recovery altogether hopeless. Here, 
in the company of the Rev. Mr. Thom, a 
missionary of deserved celebrity, this good 
man ended the days of his “sorrow an 
sighing.” The last scene of his life, for 
no other of his conversations have reached 
us, is sketched by his friend, in the letter 
alluded to above, in this simple and touch- 
ing manner. “ August 11, 1818. This 
morning died the Rev. E. Warren, a mis- 
sionary from Ceylon, aged 32. His last 
words were, * Is this death ?—is this death? 
Yes, it is death—it is death. Come, Lord 
Jesus, come quickly. To-day I shall be 
with Christ. Tell brother Richards, tell 
the brethren at Jaffna, to be faithfu] unto 
death.’ ” :

From the capital, after a residence 
of three months spent in preaching the 
gospel, and instructing the children of 
European residents, he removed in July to 
Tillipally, in the province~of Jaffna, in 
the north of Ceylon; a place which had 
been designated by the brethren, as the 
permanent seat of his mission. Here in 
connection with the Rev. Mr. Poor, his 
associate,-he devoted himself with great 
assiduity, to acquiring the Tamul, the pre- 
vailing language of the country, instruct- 
ing the children of the natives, favoring 
the helpless sick with medical aid, and 
preaching with the assistance of interpre- 
ters, the gospel of Christ. 
we behold him, by means of his voyage on 
the sea, and the salubrity of the climate, 
invigorated again with health, and en- 
joying the prospect of converting, by his 
culture, the moral wilderness around him 
into a garden of God. The Saviour, how- 
ever, inscratable in his previdence, design- 
ed that he should shortly move in a higher 
sphere than any earthly, and ‘breathe a 
pores atmosphere than any contaminated 
y idolatry.
